riiflstlanla, Norway, Dec. 24. — 
Till" NorwoRlan liner Oergensfjord, 
\ with Henry Fcird on board, sailed 
for New York this morning. Ford 
stated before leaving Bergen that 
the peace expedition would continue 
under the auaplcea the Woman's 
'■Lnternatlonal Peace AsBociation. 
' Rev. Samuel S. Marqula, dean of 
St. I au I k Cathedral, Detroit, asiled 
from Bergen with Ford. 

Before leavine (Mir's'ianla for 
Bergen Ford wrote out the follow- 
ing atateinent tor the presa: 

"I am aatiafled with what has been 
aecompUahed in Chriatiania. Peace 
has been given publicity. Newspa- 
pers have power to end the war, for 
it is through publicity thatch* goe- 
pel ai peace .is spread. 

"Norway is like every other coun- 
try. The people are all right." 

In. anaotmetng at Bergen the clr- 
cnmstances under which the expedi- 
tion would be continued. Ford said a 
committee had been appointed to act 
as leaders. It consists of Judge Ben 
Llndsey, of Denver; Tlev. Dr. Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones, of Chicago; John Bar- 
ry, of San Francisco; LJeut. Gover- 
nor Andrew J. Bethea, of South Car- 
olina, and Louis P. Lochner, of Chl- 
ieago; Ford's aecretanr. 

The party went ^ Stockholm to- 
day. 

ChriBtiKHia newspapers say that In 
v^vlew of Ford's (Icparl r.ro no proml- 
ent Norwegians will join the expe- 
tlon. 

\The exp^ggpn will continue on to 
Copeahagen^md Thja Hague, with 
the Idea of carrying out Fordti orlgr 
Inal plan for a permanent Arbitra- 
tion Board. 

The Leadership Committee issued 
Iftbe following Btatenu lit 

"The illness ot Mr. Ford, while 
not dangerous, ia sertons. His doc- 
tor asserts eonfldently that there is 
no organic. disease, but that there Is 
M^^nt need for rest. The doctor Is' 
li'peful that the relief from respon- 
sibility for the expedition will speed- 
ily restore him to normal health." 

Before leaving the Ford 
said: 

"If I am well enough. I will 
aurely Join the expediUon later. I 
am confident It will eontlane the 
same without me and that It Will do 

much toward bringing peace." 

The absence of Ford lias caused 
serious regret among the delegates, 
aa the 'impression seems to prevail 
that It win detract matarUUr from 
the proepeeta of the expe4Ui«i. 

While In ChrUttanl» Ford was 
obliged to remain eonstaatlr to hla 
hotel and his non-appearance oaosed 
much disappoliitnient to the throngs 
of Norwcuiuns at ilii- iiii-eliiigH and 
to the many wlio gathered lu front 
of his atoppittg place.

Washington. Dec. 27.' — ^The logic 
of the sound political axiom first 
enunciated by Odell, the most saga- 
cious of New York Ilepubllcan lead- 
ers, that "you can't beat somebody 
with nobody," applies exact l.v to the 
conditions confronting the two po- 
litical parties already planning for 
the next Presidential campaign. 

The Democrats have a candidate 
whose renomlnation appears abso- 
lutely assured, unless he himself 
should decide not to accept another 
term. No other man figures In the 
calculations of the party leaders; 
none appears so certain of receiving 
the support of hnndreds of thous- 
ands of men politically drifting be- 
tween the Republican Scylla and 
Chary bdis; none ever has been bet- 
ter fitted to lead hla party for the 
second time. These at least are the 
conclusions of the leaders of nil fac- 
tions in the President's party. 

The Republicans have nobody. 
That Is, thwa ta no man among the 
baker'B doten or so talked of whose 
intellectual capabllitlaa and political 
equipment are sufllelently appealing 
to recruit the support of enough del- 
egates to the next National Conven- 
tion to give him anything like as 
good a chance as that which Is Pres- 
ident Wilson's for the accepUnce. 

The eoaeern of the Domoeratle 
leaders Is therefore not over the 
question of a candidate As a mat- 
ter of fact, the party Is confronted 
with fewer problems involving pros- 
pective embarrassments than any 
party in power for more than forty 
years. 

The Republicans, on the other 
hand, appear to have neither a man 
nor an laaua. The fladlng of the 

former will only be aoeompllahed 

after the sort of guerilla fighting 
that has torn the Republic of Mexico 
into ti'tters for three or fo'ir years. 

As for an Issue, the foremen, sap- 
pers and miners, both reactionary and 
progreaalve. admit they are placing 
greater dependence upon the Demo- 
cratic Congress to provide them with 
war munitions than on any of the 
ancient traditions that n-ed to scare 
the nverafie voter diiring a licnio- 
cratic Adnilnlsl ration. 

Aside from the archaic tariff, 
which has lost most of Its sting dur- 
ing the last decad^, the two factions 
of the "out party"^ hare a acnnt lar- 
der on whieh to draw in the proa- 
pective emwsaaey. And even the 
tariff doea not promlao to be of any 
help.

— This was 
Atlanta's bloodiest Christmas. Four 
men are dead at Orady Hospital, -as 
the result of a shooting and about 

35 are sufft ring froia cju 'liot 
wounds, and ".0 more are viclinis of 
cutting atY'rays. according to reports 
from the hospital. Five otl-er men 
are not expected to live, as the na- 
ture of their wounds is considered 
serious by the hospital physlolaBB. 

Most of the dead and wounded 
are negroes. Trouble began about 2 
o'clock this morning in the negro 
distri<'t. Wounded negroes, some 
sliot. siinii' stai)bi>d, some slashed 
with razors and other with dirks, 
flooded Orady Hospital, making this 
Christmas Day the bloodiest ever 
recorded In Atlanta. 

The cases were so numerous that 
the physicians were hard preaed.

It 
was noticeable that the maraudera 
for the most part took ignorant and 
unprotected women on which to 
wreak their venseance. 

It was not thought that tlK\v couhl 
bo indicted In Butler county on ac- 
count of their prominence and polit- 
ical pull. But they were Indicted, 
and Jenkins, on change of venue to 
this county, granted un laotlea of 
the CommoQwaalth. was ogsvtated.

The annual report of the board. 
Jiindf i)iililir hore, ilisrlosi's that this 
naval iiolicy was forniiilatod by the 
■fco'ly ill July lust In answer to the 
follo^'inK propositions propounded 
by Secretary Daniels when the Ad- 
ministration reached ita deeiaton to 
«oter upoii a campaign of national 
pri>parp(1nps!>: 

"What the navy must In- In the 
fiitiir4' in ordpr to stand iipmi an 
eniiality with the most efficient and 
most practically serviceable." 
The board'a conclualons follow: 
"The amrr of the UnlHid Btatea 
•hooM nltlmataly be equal to the 
moat powerful maintained by any 
other nntlon of the world. It should 
be Kracluall> increased to this point 
by sueh a rate of devclniiiuiMit year 
by year as may he permitted by the 
farllitleB of the rountry, bvt 
limit above defined should be attain- 
«d not laUr than l»tS." 

At the aame time the hoard pre- 
aratad a bnlldlns program for 1917 
Hb eonpliance with the Secretary's 
Tequest for "a program formulated 
In tlie most dcfniiii' terms, planned 
for a ronsistent and progresalve de- 
velopment of this great detenalve 
arm of the nation." 

Detalle of th* board's reply are 
not revealed, as subsequently In Oc- 
tober of this year, the Secretary ask- 
«d the board to prepare "a building 
program for the navy that will con- 
tinue nv, ;■ :i iicriod of five years 
■with an exiiendlture of about $100,- 
000,000 each year for five years on 
new construction only." Tlie Ad- 
ministration plan for the eonstmo- 
tlon of sixteen eapiUl ships within 
■re TMra Is founded on the board's 
auiawer. 

At the same time tlie boar<l again 
developed its Idea of ilie pUne the 
American navy should hold in the 
^•orld In the following language: 

"The General Board bellevea that 
the course of the present war la In- 
Tope afforda convlncinc reasons for 
modifying the opinion which it has 
•Xpraaaed tor the past eleven years 
as to the proper size of th.- iiav>. A 
navy in nnn cniilrol of ih" si-as from 
the outbreak of war Is the prime es- 
aential to the defense of a country 
situated as is the United BUtes, bor- 
dering upon two great ooeana. A 
wry strong enough only to defend 
our coaat from actual invasion will 

BOt SUfflee. Defense from Invasion 
Is not the only fu'K tion of tlie navy. 
It iiiuvt iirotect our sra-horiie com- 
merce end (hive that of the enemy 
from the si>a. The best way to ac- 
compliKli all these obJecU is to find 
•nd defeat the hostile flaat or any of 
Ma deUchmenta at a distance from 
our coast sufficient to prevent inter- 
ruption of our normal lourse of na- 
tional life. The current War has 
shown that a navy of tlie size recom- 
mendud by this board in previous 
years can no longer be consldertd aa 
adeiiuate to the defenslTa needs of 
the 1'nited States. Our present navy 
Is not sufflotaat to give due walgbt 
to the diplomatic remonstraneaa of 
the United States In peace nor t* an- 
torce its i)ollrles In war." 

The report lays Btress upon the 
board s propoBul that seven of the 
sixteen new ships, four super-dread- 
noughts, and three battle eruiaera. 
be authorised In 1>16. Secretary 
Daniels has recommended to Con- 
■reas, howetrer, that only two dread- 
nongbta and two -battle cruisera be 



authorised at thia time, trader the 

board's plan the total expenditure 
for the five years. Inrlndlni $7,000,- 
000 for the avlati. i< e and 

$11,000,000 for the reserve ammu- 
nition and material, would be $499,- 
(7«,000, the last appropriationa for 
which wonld b« auda la Itlt; tha 
Seeratary'a rteottmendatlona call 
for a total expenditure of IROl.481,- 
214. the last appropriations shown 
being for 1021, and Increases helnc 
mnde over the board's estlniateg for 
submarines and reserve ammunition. 
The board program contemplates the 
building of thirteen ne4t auxlliar- 
lei. while tba Secnttary reeommends 
only alx. 

The board reviews the course of 
the Bnropean war. so far as it In- 
volved naval actions, to reach this 
conclusion : 

"As to types of ships, the battle- 
ship is still the principal reliance of 
navies, as It hna been In the past."

— Sale of horse 
meat for food will he permitted in 
New York after January 1, the 
Board of Health announced to-day. 
Commenting upon the revocation of 
the section of the sanitary code 
which prohibited the use of hors 
fte.-;h, ('oiiiiiiissioiu'r Kmerson said 
that while the health department 
does not exactly recommend it, no 
harm can he aeen in ita use. 

"The horse never haa tuberculosis 
and almoat never communicatee a 
malignant disease to human beings," 
he said. "Hereafter, old horses. In- 
stead of being sold for thoir bones 
which are worth little or nothing 
will be fattened and disposed of for 
meat." 

Dr. Emerson announced that spe- 
cial precautlona would be taken to 
prevent the sale of horae flesh in the 
guise of veal or beef.

That continKpncy need not be dis- 
cussed. Short of war, there rolKht

Tha Prealdent met Mr*. Oalt not 
long after the death of his flrst wife. 
She was flrst brought Into tho White 
House circle by Dr. Cary T. <!ray- 
Bon, the President's iiersonai iiliysi- 
clan. Dr. (irayson made the ac- 
quaintance of the cl' rining Virginia 
Widow through her fr!end, Miss Oer- 
trnda Gordon, a young halroa*. 

Noting her' tact, ready *ympathy 
and willingness to smooth over the 
liard places for lier friends, he jc- 
leclcd lier to |)rovi(!( !lie "congenial 
coinradesliip" he had prescribed for 
Mits Helen Woodrow Bones, the 
President's young kinswoman, who 
had suffered a nervous breakdown. 

The casual acquaintanoa of Mrs. 
Gait and Miss Bones soon ripened 
Into a sincere affection and the for- 
mer became a frequent v}sitor at the 
White House. Her first meeting 
with the Pre' i.li •. ■ . ;i. . cr'iir.); to 
gossip, took place it! the south porti- 
co of the Executive Mansion. It was 
in the late autumn and both were In 
mourning, Mrs. Oalt still clinging to 
black, although eight years had 
elapsed since her widowhood. 

It was in Fel)rivii> so the story 
goes — that the President first began 
to show personal Interest In Mrs. 
(ialt rather than the mere casual po- 
lltenasa with which he would treat 
any visitor to the ladles of his house- 
hold, and one April evening, after 
she had dined Informally With Miss 
Bones, he escorted her home In one 
of the White House cars. If was 
also in Al)ril that tliev first Hi>peared 
In public together at a hall game at 
the American League Park. 

Thereafter they met often. The 
White House automobile often was 
seen drawn up in front of Mr*.

Then came Mrs. Oalt's visit to 
Miss Bones and MIsa Margaret Wil- 
son, the President's eldest daughter, 
at Harlakenden House, the summer 
White House in Veriiiunt. where durT 
Ing the Preslilenf's liri. f vacation 
she was his compaulon on his daily 
round of golf He also enjoyed long 
walk* In thi* plea*ant eorapanton- 
shlp and "rode many mllea by auto- 
mobile through the Vermont and 
New Hampshire hills with Mrs. Oalt. 

This visit was aluo matked by the 
first entertaining In w'hicli any ofl 
the members of ilie Wilson fainil..- 
had Indulged since the beginning of 
their period of mourning for tbe 
late Mrs. Wilson, an Informal t^a 
and garden party for tha members 
of the summer colony, at which Miss 
Wilson and Miss Bones were hoi^ 
tesses. 

While Dr. (irayson may well be 
"Cuidd's assistant" for tlrst 
bringing the President and his fian- 
cee together, it Is to Miss Bonea, de- 
mure, sweet-mannerad. aott-voiced 
and gentle, that tha credit m'uat go 
for 'managing" aSatra *o adroitly 
that the President might pursue 
his iciurtshli).

A deplorable homicide occurred at 
McHenry, this county, on Christmas 
Eve night about 8 o'clock, when 
Will Maddox shot ,?:id nlmos' in- 
stantly killed Adam .Nave. .Maddox 
conducts a barber shop and pool 
room at McHenry and Nave worked 
around tha mines. Both have lived 
there for a namber of years and are 
well known. The killing occurred in 
the barber shop. 

It Is said tint Nave w.i-j u'ua'ly 
the solicitor for any oi 111" unfor- 
tunates among the miners pnrt wai 
passing around a paper (or contribu- 
tions to some charitable fund whsu 
the trouble came up out of which 
the killing grew. 

Maddox had deeJined to contrih- 
nte toward sfiiro subscription which 
Nave was pro'iioting, because the 
latier. as lie sMtcd. was in an intox- 
icated condition. 

Late in the evening Nave went 
Into Maddox'a barber ahop and after 
discussing ,the failure of the latter 
to contribute to the fund beinpr Rot- 
ten up. It in charped. prckod a quar- 
rel and Hnally hinpid nt Madd-^v 
with a drav n kniic . .Maddox avoid- 
ed Nave and dravi in;; his r n olvt r. 
flred one shot, which hit a vital spot 
of the victim. Apparently Nave had 
dipped hia head when approaching 
Maddox. for the bullet struck him 
tn the top of the head and either 
lodged in his skull or went down in 
Ills neck, for it did not come out. 
He fell to the flood and lived about 
two hours, but did not repain con- 
sciousness.

Depiitv S'l.nrp w<vt nn<! cot Maddox 
and brought liim t<i Hartford, arriv- 
ing here about 3 o'clock Saturday 
morning. Mr.ddox was at once plac- 
ed In Jail.

It is said Maddox went be!ii!ul :i 
poniiti'r in his shop and warned Nave 
not to aproach him any further. 

Xave was a well known and popu- 
lar dtisen and his alleged intoxicat- 
ed condition was perhaps the only 
thing that Impelled him to Jeopar- 
dize his life in Ills attack upon Mad- 
dox.

In an agp fillpd with marvols 
would not b« atraaga if most man 
ktd loat their capacity for wonder 
OTor now Invonttena;^ — but the an 
BOUBcement In a atngle day's news 
of two devices, rllhor of which If^ 
BUfllcloiit <fi startle the iniaKinatldn, 
secnis piioiiKh to evoke exprpssiona 
of awe from even the most callous 
obaerrer of stupendous faets. Ap- 
parently there ia no limit to the po- 
tOBtlal maatery of natural phenom- 
cBa by the human mind, or, if there 
Is a limit, It seems that it must soon 
•e reached. 

At tlie luiniial meeting of the 
American Socieiv n( .Mechanical En- 
gineers In New York an optical de- 
vice was shown which Is said to sur- 
pasa the telescope in revealing the 
myatertes of the heavenly bodlea. 
The instrument, which is called a 
"diffracting grating," is simply u 
rectangular piece of metal nhotit two 
by four Inches, on (lie polished snr- 
I'ace of which are rnleil some 4.'i.0(t() 
lines, "hetween which there Is no 
greater error than one two-rallllonth 
of an inch." That is all there is to 
it, and the method of Its operation 
is not described in the report, but 
the President of the society stated 
that with this marv.'lmiKly delicate 
Instrunu lit the "iist ro ]iliysii ist."wlio 
SI eiiis to liavi' (lisplai eil tl'e old-fash- 
ioned astronomer, Is ahlo to "toll the 
composition, temperature and dis- 
tance of the stars," The device is 
also aaid to be of great value to the 
chemist in ascertaining the purity of 
the material he Is called upon to an- 
alyze and to he useful in many 
phases of melallnrpy ( niilneerlng. 

The other jnveiitioii really .seema 
the more extraordinary, although Its 
possible application is concerned 
purely with the things of this earth. 
A decade ago It might have brought 
ridicule ujion Its proponent, but hu- 
man receptivity to astoni.shing Ideas 
lias Rreritly increased In 10 years 
and nowadays wlien an Inventor 
sa>s lie ciiii do :i ci. Plain thing we 
wait with less skepticism to see him 
try it. Wo are gradually being con- 
verted to the doctrine that "nothing 
la Impoaaible." Besides, the Inven- 
tor in this instance ia Nikola Teala, 
one of the electrical wlaards and 
winner of this year's Nobel Priie lu 

Phvsies. 

Mr, Tesla. it is amniiiii' il. lias 
filed patent applications on the essen- 
tial parts of a machine which prom- 
IsoB to make man a rival of the goda 
of ancient mythology. The machine, 
the details of which the Inventor ia 
Bot ready to divulge, is chiefly an 
laatrumenl of destruction.

THE PROTECTING FOREST. 

Important Part Treei Play In Prevent- 
ing Serious Floodi. 
It has been slmwu that forests pre- 
vent tlie ra|>ld meltlUK of ice nnd smiw 
and thus avert or modify doods in (he 
spring. Monnlalns also play an lm|i<>r- 
tant |>nrt with regard to floods. By In- 
tcri'i'iiiin^' driftiug currents of moisture 
iadun air mountains are active agents 
iu precipitating rainfall, and unless 
they are protected by forests tbe wa- 
ters iKiur down into tbe valley in de- 
structive turreuts. Tbe erergreen 
trees, partlcutarly the spmcaa, are ea- 
peclaily useful in controlling these tor- 
rents. Under all spmea forests there is 
a large deposit of what woodasaen caU 
-dnff." This B eoiapoaed of partially 
decayed tNoa. bark, naedlea, eoaes and 



This daff variee from one to six feet 
la thickneaa and haa the power of al>> 
■oclihig and hoUtaic watsr like a 
sponge. Dnriag the heavy spring reins 
It becooMa Ihorooghly aatarated. with 
water, wUA gradually ooaea down tbe 
BMontala stdjes into the streams in 
summer. The trees also protect tbe 
snowfall fn>m tbe rapid action of tbe 
sun iu spring, tlius restraiuiug floods 
from that source also. 

The protection of the forests there- 
fore le the surest and safest way in 
which to prevent destructive Inunda- 
tions. They are really natural storage 
reservoirs, not holding back great 
niMsses of w;it< r In hulk, whli-h may be 
released liy liie lireakioK of some dam 
and eiirry leriilile destruction liefore 
thcni. hut storing It lu the capillaries 
of ilie .><i)oncy soil and yielding It gen- 
tly and cuutlnuoitsiy during the season 
wbsa Most ne<.Hie<i.-i.ondon atsnaasd.
